An Open Switch the Cause of the Disaster— 
Relief Trains Arriving and Physicians 
Caring for the Wounded—The Victims 
were Excursionists on the Way to 
Pittsbirg—Placing the Responsibility 
for the Calamity—Statement of One of 
the Engineers—The Story of a Passen- 
ger who Witnessed the Catastrophe— 
What the Officials Say. 


paverna, O., July 8.—At 8 o’clock this 
morning a frightful railroad wreck occurred 
here on the New York, Lake Erie & Western 
Railroad. Train No. 8, fast express, bound 
for New York, while standing at the depot 
waiting for orders, was crashed into from 
the rear by a freight train. 

A day coach on the rear of the train was 
completely telescoped and nineteen passen- 
gers were killed and thirty-eight badly 
injured, The day coach and two sleepers 
forward took fire and were burned up, burn- 
ing many of the bodies so that they were al- 
most unrecognizable. 

The wreck is the most disastrous that ever 
occurred on the Erie road. Many of the pas- 
sengers on the train were asleep when the 
awful crash came and a number were 
crushed to death in their berths. A terrible 
scene followed. There were cries for help 
from all parts of the train mingled with the 
dying moans of others whose lives were be- 
ing crushed out. 

FIRE ADDS TO THE HORROR. 

The steam was esccaping from the monster 
freight engine and soon the wreck caught 
fire and the fames crowded upon those who 
were fast in the debris. The few persons who 
escaped without injury worked with aimost 
superhuman power in their efforts to rescue 
the more unfortunate ones. In several in- 
stances persons slowly burned to death 
while pleading with their last breath for help 
which could not be rendered. 

The wreck was most complete. The cars 
were piled upon and across each other al- 
mostina solid mass. Thus, the small party 
of rescuers worked at a 
vantage. As rapidly as “the “mj 
were rescued they were conveyed 
tothe station, where physicians from Ra- 
venna and the other near points, the first to 
arrive, rendered all the assistance possible. 
The fire was finally extinguished, but not un- 
til several persons had perished. 

RELIEF TRAINS ARRIVE. 

Inacouple of hours the company had re- 

lief trains with a corps of physicians and 

from Cleveland and other 
points and the injured persons were given 
every attention. Those able to be removed 
were sent to Cleveland and placed in the 
hospital there. The dead were removed to 
the rooms of undertakers in Ravenna, where 
they will await identification. Some are 80 
eo badly burned and disfigured that it will be 
a dificult task to identify them at once. 

At 10 o’clock a list of the names had not 
been secured. Every one has been busy in 
their efforts to alleviate the sufferings of the 
injured and rescue the dead bodies from the 
great mass of wrecked and partially burned 
cars. 

THE SWITCH LEFT OPEN. 

Who is responsible for the wreck is a ques- 
tion as yet undetermined. The Coroner will 
begin the inquest this afternoon. The com- 
pany oOfficiais now here will render all 
assistance possible and will as soon as 
possible make a complete incestigation. It 
would appear that the whole accident was 
Cue to the carelessness of someone leaving a 
switchopen. The heavy freight was running 
at the rate of thirty miles an hour and it 
struck the pa train with full force. 

It was rumored that three members of the 
Pittsburg Base Ball team were killed in the 
wreck, Dut this is not believed, as the team 
plays another game at Cincinnati to-day and 
must Dow be in that city. 


SCENE OF THE DISASTER. 


THE CROSSING WHERE THE CRASH CAME AND 

THE AWFUL SEQUEL. f 
July s. Iwo miles from Ravenna 
the New York, Pennsylvania & Ohio and 
Cleveland & Pittsburg roads cross. When 
the New York, Penr syivania & Ohio express 
reached this crossing this morning it was de- 
layed there for a considera ble length of time. 
Behind the express, and thundering along at 
a Tapid rate, was a refrigerator train 
used to transport meat and accustomed to 
cover the distance it had to run at a speed 
litttle less than that of an ordinary passenger 
train. After the halt at the Cleveland & 
Pittsburg crossing was ended, the express 
burried on to Ravenna and pulled up at the 
der ot. But the time the train was held at the 
Cleveland & Pittsburg road was sufficient to 
Permit the meat train to come up, and hardly 
had the wheels of the express ceased to re- 
volve when the engine of the freight crashed 
ae rear end of the express almost at full 
Speed. 

The scene that ensued was terrible in the 
extreme. The engine plowed its way pushed 
On by the weight and momentum of the 
heavy cars behind it, through the coaches as 
if they were made of thin boards. Above the

There were two or three sleepers in the 
train and these were well filled. When the 
Collsion occurred those in the rear cars 
Were either instantly killed 
Pinned down by the portions of 
molished cars.

Forward of this, the wounded and 
unharmed passengers were getting them- 
selves out of the cars that were still 
intact. They at once did all they could to 
stay the flames and rescue the imperilled. 
But before this was done nineteen people 
were sacrificed, that many bodies being 
taken out afterward. Most of these mangied 
corpses were blackened and burned in a 
manner sickening to look upon, some 
of them deing

the full extent of the calamity dawned upon 
the workers from the town and those of the 
passengers who escaped alive. Those 
wounded to a considerable extent numbered 
twenty-three. Many others were bruised 
and scratched, in fact, nearly everybody on 
the train was hurt to some extent. The work 
of identifying the dead is now in progress. 


PASSENGERS ON THE TRAIN WERE FROM FIND- 
LAY AND CINCINNATI. 

Crxcrxwatt, O., July 8.—The Ravenna wreck 
evidently caught Findlay and Cincinnati 
passengers exclusively. The Chicago vesti- 
buled train is met at Marion Junction 
by the through New York sleeper from Cin- 
cinnati where the latter is attached to the 
rear ot the train. Last night there was such 
an unusual number of passengers from here 
that two sleepers instead of one were at - 
tached. These evidently were the two that 
are reported destroyed in the wreck. 
The day coach, which was in the rear and 
which was going from Findlay to Youngs- 
town, would naturally be placed in the rear 
of the Cincinnati sleepers, and as a special 
car would not be sent out with less than fifty 
passengers, the probability is that the cas- 
ualties may all be limited to that 
car. Telegrams have deen received 
here from Mrs. Martin of Oincinnati 
who was inone of the Cincinnati sleepers 
and from Mr. Robert Mitchell, who was in 
the other, that they had escaped. Therejhas 
not been so heavy a train load sent from here 
this summer as the one sent last night. The 
Erie office is filled with inquiring friends. 

AN INCOMPLETE RECORD. 

No full record of departing passengers on 
the ill-fated Erie train No.8 was kept. By 
mere accident a copy of the sleeping 
car diagrams is in the Erie office, 
from which it appears that in the 
rear of the extra next the Findlay coach 
was Mr. 8. J. Broadwell and party, a well- 
known lawyer of this city. 

In the same car were Mr. Mathew Addy, 
wife, daughter and nurse; Mrs. Allen and 
other names, Caldwell and Livingood, with 
nothing to identify them farther. Mrs. Allen 
and Mr. Addy and party have sent dispatches 
saying they escaped. 

In the sleeping car were Mr. Powell of 
Louisville, Mr. Bishopand party of Mamil- 
ton, O.; —— Robinson, Mr. Robert Mitchell 
and party of six; Mrs. Mosler and Mrs. 
Kirschberger. Ofthese news has been re- 
ceived that Mr. Robert Mitchell and familly 
escaped but lost their sleeping car baggage.

NEW YORK. 

RAVENNA, O., July 8.—The passenger train, 
which was the vestibule express with eight 
eoaches from Cincinnati to New York, on the 
New York, Pennsylvania & Ohio Raliroad, 
was forty-six minutes late and the en- 
gineer was trying to remedy the 
fault in the engine when the 
fast freight was sighted in the rear. A brake- 
man wassent back, but the beavy freight 
train of twenty-four cars could not be stopped 
on the down grade in time, and it crashed 
into the rear of the passenger train. 
The rear coach contained forty- 
six passengers, all glass- workers 
recently employed at the Richarson Glass 
Works in Findlay, who were on their way to 
their homes in New York State. The car was 
completely demolished and a terribie slaugh- 
ter occurred. Many of the dead and injured 
were caught in the debris and the fire 
which immediately resulted from the scatter- 
ing of the locomotive’s cimders completed 
the work of destruction and death. The 
dead and the wounded asfast as they could 
be taken out, were taken to the Etna House 
and cared for.

For a moment after there was the silence of 
death and then commenced the most fright- 
ful cries ever heard. The moans of the 
dying, the piteous cries for help from 
the imprisoned and helpless passengers and 
the mutilated and bloody remains of the dead 


buried itself in the second sleeper, the third 
car of the train. There was nothing 
left of the train but a mass of 
debris, and the. sides of the 
third stood about the monster 
engine as it to hold it prisoner and prevent 
further damage. This scene lasted but a mo- 
ment, when little tongues of flames sprang 
up here and there, and soon the whole wreck 
was wrapped in fire. 
A SCENE OF HORROR. 

It was a sickening sight. Two scores of 
imprisoned passengers in the debris, the 
flames lighting up the place with a 
lurid glare served only to intensify 
the horror without affiing the rescuers. As 
soon asthe dazed passengers inthe other 
cars recovered themselves they rushed to 
the rescue of thefr unfortunate companions. 
The Fire Department was immediately tele- 
phoned for and every one in that end of the 
little city rushed to the scene of the disaster. 
Hundreds soon surrounded the wreck, but to 
little purpose. The awful ruin had been 
wrought and little was left to do but to secure 
and care for the remains of the dead. The 
few passengers easily reached were promptly 
rescued, and several bodies of the dead and 
dying were carried up to the depot plat- 
form.’’ 


THE ENGINEER’S STORY. 


IT WAS IMPOSSIBLE FOR HIM TO AVERT THE 
CATASTROPHE. 

RAVEENA, July 8.—Geo. Holman, the engi- 
neer of the freight train, said to a reporter: 

**I cannot see that I asm to blame. Oh! My 
God! It I could have got sand I could have 
stopped the train, but the rails were wet and 
the sand would not take. I was not warned 
in time and could not see the lights on the 
rear of the passenger owing to the darkness 
and fog. I reversed the lever as quickly as 
possible, and withthe fireman jumped from 
the train, sustaining a severe fracture of the 
right hand. 

Mr. Holman seems to think that the brake- 
man of the passenger train, Fred Boynton, 
could have flagged from a greater distance. 
He says that besides the vic fn the rear 
coach, four passengers inthe Pullman car 
next forward were killed. Two men and one 
while their bodies were partly out of the 
windows, their attempts to escape having 
been fruitless. One girl was heard screaming 
horribly while being burned, but she 
could not be reached. Two headless bodies 
of men could be seen caught in the outrig- 
ging of the locomotive inside the telescoped 
car, and another dead body was suspended 
from the cow-catcher. 

The brakeman who was sent back had got 
only about fifteen rods before he met the 
freight train.

Engine No. 670 and two 
sleepers burned up. As near as I can learn at pres- 
ent there were seven killed and about ten injured.

General Supt. Tucker nervously paced back 
and forth in his office all this morning wait- 
ing anxiously for each dispatch from Ra- 
venna. 

**Thave received as yet only meager ro- 
ports, be said, and am waiting 
anxiously for full accounts from 
officials. There is nothing to conceal about 
the wreck. It was caused by an employe’s 
negligence. Train No. 8, a fast night express 
going east, left Kent all right witha ion 
line of coaches and sleepers. A few minutes 
later fast freight No. 2 followed the regu- 
lation distance behind. At Ravenna, 
the next stop. the engineer 
found something wrong with his machine 
and delayed a few moments to fix it. 
Knowing that the freight was following a 
flagman was sent back to stop it. The failure 
of this man to properly perform his duties 
caused the disaster. Iam not yet exactly in- 
formed what he did, or did not do, but sup- 
pose that he failed to go back far enough. 
He evidently thought that the passenger 
would goon beforethe freight came along, 
and so shirked his work. 

The express train had been at Ravenna 
just eight minutes when the freight dashed 
up too close to be stopped by the fagman. It

The Kaisers Ship Sails From Amster- 
dam for London. 


GREAT BRITAIN’S PLACE IN THE NEW 
ALLIANCE. 


Influence of the Vatican on the Side of 
France—Drouth in India—Oool Weather 
in Hurope—Repulse of the Boers in 
Mashonaland-—Chilian Securities—For- 
eign News. 


Lowpor, July 8.—The Kaiser has started 
for England. Before leaving Amsterdam he 
expressed to the Queen Regent his deep ap- 
preciation of the cordialty of his reception in 
Holland, and congratulated her on the abil- 
ity with which she governed the kingdom. 
The Kaiser also bestowed a good deal of 
notice on the child Queen Wilhemina, whose 
name has been connected by public report 
with that ot the German Crown Prince, 
as to the probability of a marriage, should 
both of them reach marriageable age. The 
Kaiser is said to have given Queen Emma as- 
surances of his purpose to respect the integ- 
rity and independence of Holland, and his 
desire to remain on terms of amity with that 
country, thus repudiating the intention al- 
ways ascribed to Bismarck of intending to 
annex Holland to Germany. 

The British Channel fleet is now assembled 
for the purpose of receiving the Kaiser on his 
arrival at Sheerness. 

The Kaiser's refusal to have particular 
days set down for his entertainment in En- 
gland is commented on everywhere in a tone 
of satisfaction. The official programme at 
the Guild Hall will, it is believed, be carried 
out as originally decided upon. The Emperor 
and Empress will come tothe Guild Hall a 
week from to-day. They will proceed to the 
city proper from Buckingham, by the Strand, 
Fleet street, Ludgate Hill and Cheapside and 
return by the way of Queen Victoria street 
and the embankment, The streets will be 
gaily decorated. The ings at Guild 
Hall will consist of the reading in the library 
of an address of welcome by the Recorder, on 
the part of the Corporation of London, and 
the Kaiser's reply, the ceremonies to be fol- 
lowed by a luncheon. 


DROUTH IN INDIA. 


FEARS OF A GENERAL FAILURE OF CROPS—LO- 
CUST PLAGUE. 

OaLcuTTa, July 8.—The weather has im- 
proved during the week, but more rain is 
wanted everywhere except Burmah and in 
Assam.

EXGLAND’S PLACE IN THE NEW ALLIANCE— 
FRANCE AND THE VATICAN. 

Lorpor, July 8.—Sir James Ferguson, Po- 
litical Secretary of the Foreign Office, says 
that the Government has no information as 
to the stipulations of the Dreibund. Sir 
James Ferguson adds that no doubt the Mar- 
quis Di Rudini, the Italian Premier, had cor- 
rectly described the exchange of views which 
had taken place between Her Majesty’s Gov- 
ernment andthe Italian Government. Any 
measures taken, he continued, in case it was 
found necessary to maintain the statu quo 
in the Mediterranean, would be a matter for 
consideration according to the circumstances 
at the time. The employment of British 
forces would depend upon the estimate of 
these forces made by Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment. The existing understanding is not 
aimed at any particular power, 

A Berlin dispatch says that a painful im- 
pression has been produced by an article in 
the Osservatore Romano, Genouncing the Triple 
Alliance. It is accepted as proof that the in- 
fluence of the papacy will be on the side of 
France in the event of a European war, 
France to repay the favor in case of success, 
by the restoration of the temporal power. 
The article is believed to settle against the 
Jesuits the guestion of their re-admission to 
Prussia. Coming, as it does, close after the 
important concession made by the Prussian 
government in the restoration tothe Catholic 
hierarchy of the state aid requestrated byjBis- 
marck, the hostile attitudeof the <atican is 
particularly surprising. 

It is likely that the Government will make 
no semi-oficial deliverance on the subject 
during the absence of the Kaiser. In Vienna 
yesterday the papal nuncio Mosignor Galim- 
burti was treated with great coolness, 
wherever he made his appearance.

OLD WORLD FEWS. 

Beri, July %8.—According to Capetown 
advices, great rejoicing has been caused by 
the repulse of the Boers in Mashonaland by 
the armed police of the British South African 
Co. The force is largely composed of young 
men of excellent families in England, and of 
adventurers from all over the world.

YACHTS AGROUND. 


The Detroit Fleet of Racers Caught in a 
Severe Storm. 


DetTroiT, Mich., July 3.—Thirty-six Detroit 
yachts inastring followed thetug Oneida 
last midnight as she pulled out 
from the Detroit Yacht Club and 
steamed towards New Baltimore, Mich. 
They expect to compete in the 
regatta there to-day. It was pitch dark and 
blowing in flerce squalls. The Oneida was 
blown out of her course and ran aground. 
She was under rapid headway at the 
time and the yachts all followed 
upon her and became mixed in 
a bad tangle. The darkness and rain made it 
almost impossible for the yachtsmen to ex- 
tricate themselves, and many of the boats 
were badly scraped. A number ran heavily 
aground and only a few were able 
to anchor in deep water.

The defendant was surrounded by his son, 
Haughton, who has been his right hand 
bower throughout the long and tedious 
trial, his son-in-law, Mr. Brooks; brother- 
in-law, Mr. Haughton of Aberdeen, Miss. ; his 
attorneys, Col. Weatherford, Judge Greer 
and Gen. McCleary of Texas. 

In answer to the Court’s query: ‘‘Have 
you agreed upon a verdict?’’ Clerk Hunter 
said: 

Wo, the jury, find the defendant guilty of 
murder in the first degree. 

There was no apparent motion on the part 
of King occasioned by this announcement, 
but he sat gazing steadfastly in the faces of 
the jury, preserving the same calm in- 
difference that has characterized his bearing 
throughout the trial.

HIS. SCHEME FOR KEEPING GSALOONS 
‘FROM PAYING LICENSE, 


By Having Oredentials as “‘Clubs,” the Liq- 
tor Dealers Could Avoid the State and 


Vity Tax—Something About His Trans- 
actions—The Deputy’s Statement In 
His Own Defense. 


The Newberry law, which proved ineffec- 
tive in closing the saloons on Sunday, has 
been the cause of starting a peculiar traffic 
in club charters which is intended to keep 
the city and State out of considerable money 
in the way of saloon licenses. When the 
Newberry law went into effect saloon- 
keepers, to avoid its operations, began 
to take out club charters so that 
they could claim their establishments 
were not saloons; but clubs, and therefore 
did not come under the law. About fifty of 
these charters were issued before the courts 
finally shut down on them and refused to 
grant any more, as it was evident to all that 
they were merely being taken out to evade 
the law and to run saloons under false colors. 
Not only are clubs exempt from the opera- 
tions of the Sunday law, but they are not re- 
quired to pay either State or city licenses, a 
eer ee license being all that they must 

ve. 
A DEPUTY COLLECTOR’S SCHEME. 

Adeputy in Collector Zeigenhein’s office 
conceived a scheme for making money by 
dealing in the charters. His planjwas to buy 
up these charters for $100 or $200 apiece, or as 
cheaply as he could, and to sell them for $600 
or $800 apiece, the idea being that the saloon- 
keepers buying them would be ex- 
empt from city and State U- 
‘censes, which amount to $550 a year. 
If the plan carried all right the deputy who 
receives a salary of $1,200 a year for collect- 
ing saloon licenses for the State and city 
would be keeping the State and city out of 
several thousand dollars annually in licenses 
that properly belonged tothem. This deputy 
fis A. J. Davis, who is collecting dramshop 
licenses for the mounted or outlying district 
south of Market street. Gus, as he is 
familiarly called by the saloon men, is also 
chairman of the Executive Committee of the 
Republican Oity Central Committee. 

John Leishman, who was formerly inter- 
ested with Davis in a saloon on Olive street, 
west of Channing avenue, known And run as 
the Benton Club, and whois now contesting 
the ownership ofthe place with Davis, says 
that the latterhas bought and sold ten or 
twelve club charters. He alleges that Davis’ 
scheme has been to buy them up 
cheap and to sell them to 
saloon-keepers by guaranteeing them that if 
they bought the charters they would not be 
required to pay State or city license for at 
least two years to come, as he would be in 
office thatlong under Collector Ziegenhein, 
and would see that their places were report- 
ed as clubs. As most of the charters had 
seventeen or eighteen years to run they 
would be an enormous saving to saloon- 
keepersin case they were heldto be good 
after Davis was out of office. 
Even in two years they would 
save their owners $1,100, and as Davis never 
asked more than $600 or $800 fora charter, it 
would be a good purchase forthe saloon man. 
Leishman says that Davis even agreed to 
take his paymentin installments, each pay- 
ment tobe made after a license had fallen 
due and the men had been declared exempt 
on account of their charters, so that it would 
be impossible for the saloonkeepers to lose 
anything by their venture. Leishman stated 
that if areporter would accompany him he 
could learn for himself the truth of the state- 
ments concerning Davis. ? 

THE INVESTIGATING TOUR, 

A reporter accordingly set out with him. 
Leishman made his first stop at the restau- 
rant kept by Mrs. Merity Oehler at 1506 Pine 
street. He engaged her in conversation in 
the reporter’s presence without making 
known the latter's business, and she said 
that her husband formerly kept a saloon 
at Seventeenth street and Franklin 
avenue, and ran it under the charter 
of the West St. Louis Workingmen’s Associa- 
tion, paying no license. After closing the 
place her husband moved to East St. Louis, 
where he now runs a saloon, while she 
opened the restaurant on Pine street. Davis, 
she said, induced her to get her husband’s 
charter, promising her $100 for it. This was 
in May. He paid her $50, but the balance she 
had never received. She understood from 
him that he sold it for $200. The charter still 
had seventeen years to run. 

The next place visited was Casper Krale- 
mann's saloon at 1807 Biddle street. Leish- 
man stated that Davis in his presence had 
asked Kralemann why he did not save him- 
self the expense of paying license like other 
saloonkeepers did. Kralemann wanted to 
know how he could do it and, 80 
Leishman’s story runs, Davis told him that 
he could do so by gettingaclub charter and 
he said he would sell him one. Leishman 
says Kraleman then said he had 
one and produced a charter for 
the ‘*Stolle’s Hall Bowling and Entertain- 
ment Club.’’ Davis, so Leishman states, told 
him to hangup that charter and when the 
Deputy Collector came for the license to 


. show him the charter and state that he was 


not running a saloon but a club. Leishmann 
further states that Davis told Kralemann 
that he would see that his place was reported 
as a club, and instead of paying a license of 
8550 a year he could pay him (Davis) 6800 a 
year for every year he saved him 
from paying license. Leishmann made 
two trips on different days to Krale- 
mann’s place with a reporter for 
the purpose of seeing Kralemann and having 
the story confirmed, but the saloon-keeper 
was not in either time. The club charter was 
hanging in the ice chest, however, and Kra- 
lemann’s young son, who was attending bar, 
remarked that it was good forabout twenty 
years and perhaps longer, and was worth 
thousands of dollars. 
OFFERED TO SELL HIM A CHARTER. 

A trip was also made to Gus Bierman’s sa- 
loon at No. 1847 North Broadway. Bierman 
said Davis had offered tosellhim a charter 
for $300, and had guaranteed that if he took it 
he would not have to pay any license for at 
least two years, and might not have to pay 
fora much longer period. Davis said he 
would see the deputy having charge of Bier- 
man’s district and have him report the place 
asaclub. ‘‘Iasked some friends about it,“ 
said Bierman, ‘‘and they advised me not to 
take it. The deputy they had on here then 
was not very friendly with me, and I would 
rather pay the license in full and be inde- 
pendent of him than to be in his power and 
forced to grant him all sorts of favors, so I 
did not take the charter.’’ 

JUDGE OLAIBORNE GAVE ADVICE, 
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Judge Claiborne stepped into the saloon 

just as the reporter stepped out. 
HAS FOUR CHARTERS FOR SALE. 

The reporter, unaccompanied by Leishman, 
made a call on ge Stumm, barneeper at 
the saloon onthe northwest corner of Elev- 
enth and Locust streets. Leishman said 
Stumm had soli Davis a charter for $160. 
When asked if he had a. charter for sale 
Stumm replied that he had not. He did have 
one to sell, but had changed his mind and had 
determined to keep it. He knew 
where the reporter could get one 
8 he was willing to $600 

it. He knew a man who had four for sale. 
This man had been buying them up on 
speculation, but would not part withany of 
them for less than $600. Stumm was very ret- 
icent, however, and would not tell who the 
party was, explaining that he was a city of- 
official and did not want it known that 
he was dealing in these charters as it might 
cause trouble. 

Leishman says he sold his Benton Club 
charter, under which he operated a saloon, 
to Davis for $400, and he says that if neces. 
sary he can produce several other parties 
from whom Davis bought or to whom he sold 


charters. 
DAVIS’ STATEMENT. 

Deputy Collector A. J. Davis was seen this 
afternoon in reference to the charges made 
against him, When told that he was ac- 
cused of buying club charters and selling 
them to saloon men, hesaid: It is alla 
mistake. I have not bought any charter ex- 
cept one, and that I bought from Leishman 
when I purchased the Benton Club.“ :

DEPARTMENT COMMANDERS REPORT TO 
MAJ.-GEN. SCHOFIELD. 


Text of the Orders Issued To-Day by the 
Secretary of War—Assignments—Gen. 
Kautz Takes Command of the Depart- 
ment of Columbia and Gen. Merritt 
Goes to St. Paul, 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 8,—Secretary 
Proctor to-day signed an order abolishing 
three great military divisions of the United 
States. These were the Atlantic, Pacific and 
the Missouri, commanded respectively by 
Gens. Howard, Ruger and Miles. 

By to-day’s order the departments remain 
intact. The purpose is to make the depart- 
ment commander’s report directly to Maj.- 
Gen. Schofield commanding the army and 
the Secretary of War, instead of as hereto- 
fore reporting to their division commanders. 
This policy was testeda year or two ago, 
when the departments of Texas, Arizona and 
Missouri were detached from the divisions 
within which they had been included. 

One of the features of the order in the 
assignment of Gen. Kautz to command the 
Department of Columbia which he earnestly 
desired to command, as it was there that his 
first military services was rendered, and 
‘where he wishes to retire next year. The 
Department of Columbia has been vacant for 
some time as has also been the Department 
of Dakota vacated by Gen Rugoer’s assign - 
ment to the Pacific Coast and now filled by 
Gen. Merritt.

M’KINLEY AND THE FARMERS. 

Pending the election of Members of Con- 
gress in Ohio last fall the advocates of the 
McKinley tariff claimed the votes of the 
Ohio farmers on the ground that the new 
wool tax would insure an increase of 2% 
per cent in the receipts of farmers from 
their wool clip. 

The opponents of the new tariff pointed 
to the past history of our wool markets 
under various tariffs, and contended that 
the new tariff would impair the home mar- 
ket for wool, cripple our woolen manu- 
factures, curtail their consumption of 


— 


American wool and largely increase our 


consumption of imported wool and woolen 
fabrics, as well as the cost thereof to Amer - 
ican consumers. 

Now, when Maj. McKINLEY goes be- 
fore the Ohio farmers as a candidate for 
Governor he will be confronted with the 
following comparison of the prices of Ohio 
and Michigan wools in this and the two 
preceding years, as published in the Boston 
Commercial Bulletin of the 20th inst. :

In addition to this vindication of the 
opponents of the new tariff, Maj. MK m- 
LEY will also have to wrestle with the 
Treasury reports which show that we im- 
ported in the first four monthsof 1891 
18,140,228 pounds of clothing wools, 
against only 4,338,091 pounds in the corre- 


sponding period of 1890. During those four 


months of 1890, before the McKinley bill 
became a law, our entire importation of all 
kinds of foreign wool amounted to 28,324, - 
856, but rose to 66,322,652 pounds in the 
first four months of 1891, after the 
McKinley tariff had gone into oper- 
ation. 

And this is not all. The Mo- 
Kinley tariff not only impaired the 
home market for American wool, but 
it crippled our wool manufactures. It pre- 
vented them from using American wool as 
profitably as they might have done but for 
the wool tariff, and by overtaxing their 
raw material gave their foreign competi- 
tors a great advantage over them. For in- 
stance, the 100 per cent advance in the 
duties on carpet wools, which are not pro- 
duced in the United States, not only failed 
to increase the consumption of American 
wool, but increased the importation of 
foreign carpets. In the first five months 
after the enforcement of the McKinley tax 
the value of carpets imported to this 
country was three times the value of the 
carpets imported in the corresponding 
months a year previous. 

These figures show that Ohio was wise in 
her rejection of McKinleyism last fall,and, 
in the face of market quotations and Treas- 
ury reports vindicating the wisdom of that 
rejection, the Napoleon of Protection will 
have a hard time persuading the voters to 


reverse their verdict.

Of course the people would 
not stand a distribution of bounties among 
a host of industries, but it is the logical 
consequence ofa vicious and unconstitu- 
tional policy which is even more of an out- 
rage if applied to a few industries than if 
applied to all.

CAN SELL 


Judge Klein’s Decision in the Forest 
Park Case. 


THE CITY HAD A RIGHT TO GRANT 
SCHWEICKHARDT THE PRIVIEGES. 


Refreshments in Parks Discussed at 
Some Length— The Legisiature’s 
Strange Enactment in Regard to the 
Sale of Liquor Within a Certain Dis- 
tance of the Park Oonstrued. 


Judge Klein rendered his decision to-day in 
the case in which the State at the relation of 
Attorney-General John M. Wood brought 
suit against Charles Schweickardtand the 
City of St. Louis to restrain the selling of 
liquor in Forest Park. The court decides in 
favor ot᷑ the city and Schweickardt and dis- 
misses plaintiff’s bill. The history ofthe 
suit is too familiar to need more than a brief 
mention. The city leased privileges to 
Schweickarat, a saloonkeeper to 
operate a restaurant in Forest 
Park and sell as refreshments 
liquors to persons patronizing his place. 
Suit was brought and the case was argued 
before Judge Klein in Circuit Court room No. 
1, and the case taken under advisement until 
to-day when the court handed down its 
opinion. 

JUDGE KLEIN’S OPINION. 

The petition in this case, says the court, 
geeks a decree annulling and setting aside 
an ordinance of the city of St. Louls and a 
contract made in pursuance thereof, 
granting to its codefendant the ex- 
clusive privilege of selling refreshments 
in Forest Park for a period of ten years from 
April 1, 1801, on the ground that the same are 
void for the following reasons: First, because 
the same are in violation of the charter of the 
city of St. Louis; second, because the same 
are ultra vires, beyond the power of the city 
of St. Louis, and fourth, because the same 
are against public morals and public policy. 

These are the grounds upon which the 
Attorney-General, in behalf of the State, 
seeks to have this contract declared void and 
eanceled, and an injunction to restrain the 
defendants from exercising any rights or 
privileges thereunder. A consideration of 
these grounds and of the questions arising 
therefrom, involves the consideration of the 
constitutional provisions, the statutes of the 
State and ordinances ofthe city of St. Louis, 
below mentioned, ana the decision of the 
case depends upon the true construction and 
proper application of the same to the facts of 
the case. 

The court then gives the legal history of 
Forest Park and sets forth the statutes under 
which it was created andthe laws under 
which it is governed. The absolute control of 
the park, the Court holds, is vested in the 
Park Commissioners. Theact of March 29, 
1875, relating to the sale of liquor pertaining 
to the park, Judge Klein holds, relates to a 
strip of 800 feet surrounding Forest Park 
itself. The government of the park, the 
Court holds, is described in the section 
setting forth the duties and powers of the 
Park Commissioners. 

LAW NOT PLAIN. 

The language employed, says the Court, 
‘*unfortunately, is not as plain and precise 
as might have been used, still it is apparent 
from the words employed that the subject 
of legislation intended to be covered by the 
second section of the act was not the park. 
The object of the act was to establish and 
define the limits of the district over which 
the new prohibition should extend, and the 
Legislature describes itas a district within 
the Umits of 800 feet outside of 
the outboundary of said park. 
The park itself had already deen 
provided for and whatever view may have 
influenced the Legislature not to include the 
park in this prohibition it seems very plain 
that it was not soincluded. It has been ably 
and forcibly argued that it would seem 
strange for the Legislature to establish 
a rim around the park for its protection 
against contaminating or deleterious influ- 
ences and establishments, and yet not to in- 
clude the park itself. But as has already 
been pointed out such an argument is very 
unsafe for a court to follow.’’ 

IS LIQUOR SELLING DEMORALIZING? 

Referring to the question, ‘‘Is the sale of 
liquor in the park against public morais?’’ 
the Court asks: 

Is the ordinance in question against pub- 
lic morals and public policy because it 
authorizes the sale of liquor in Forest Park?’’ 

In answer to this the Court says: 

**It is a naked assumption to say that any 
matter allowed by the Legislature is against 
public policy. The best indication of public 
policy is to be found in the 
enactments of our Legislature. To say 
that such a lawis of immoral tendency is 
disrespectful to the Legislature, who no 
doubt designed to promote morality, and it 
is altogether unwarranted to suppose that 
the object. of the law or the 
ordinance is for any purpose but 
to promote the morals and health 
of the citizens. Whether the ordinance in 
question is calculated to promote the object 
is a question with which the courts have no 
concern. With the expediency or propriety 
or wisdom of a legislative enactment we have 
nothing todo. If the constitutional right is 
infringed the courts are open to afford re- 
dress. 

We have no opinion and therefore express 
none about the expediency of this ordinance. 
Arguments on that point should be addressed 
to the State or city Legisiature. It would be 
a novel exercise of judicial power 
to pass upon the expediency of 
legislative exactment—a matter outside of 
the province of courts of justice, The only 
question we have to decide is whether the 
power existed to make the law, and we think 
that the Legislature granted this power. 
The question therefore is one which cannot 
be considered by the Court and tlie conten- 
tion should be addressed to the executive and 
legislative branches of the city government, 
or it those do not favor it then to the ultimate 
source of power, the people. . 


BEER SELLING NOT HARMFUL. 

We have seen that the city holds the park 
and all its powers of regulation over the same 
as a trustee forthe benefit of the people of 
the city, and that it cannot de 
permitted to divert the park or any 
portion of it to a use or purposes foreign to 
that for which it was established. The sale 
of refreshments ina park so large as Forest 
Park is not such a diversion in my opinion. 
It is looked upon ordinarily as a legit- 
imate park to provide 
therein shelter, places of 
general amusement, and of instruction such 
as places for the specialamusement of chil- 
dren for the playing of games, facilities for 
rowing and riding, picture gal- 
leries, menageries and everything 
that falls within a rational enjoyment 
of sucha place. There is nothing harmful 
in dispensing refreshments in such a park. 
In its ordinary acceptation the w re- 
freshments includes that which refreshes or 

fresh strength or vigor 
rest.

GETTING AT THE FACTS. 


Powers of the Committee Investigating 
the Bardsley Defalcation. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., July %.—Presiding 
Judge Allison of the Court of Common Pleas 
this morning handed down a decision of the 
court upholding the authority of the City 
Council to appoint a committee vested with 
powers to subpcena witnesses and place them 
under oath before receiving their testimony. 
The decision of the court arose through a suit 
in equity brought against Henry H. Yard who 
refused to be sworn or to testify before 
the Keystone Bank Investigation Committee. 
The refusal of Yard to be sworn and the sub- 
sequent entering of a suit by the City Solicitor 
to compel him to submit to being sworn 
raiseda very delicate question of constitu- 
tional law. Yard has been indicted by the 
Grand-jury for criminal conspiracy with ex 
City Treasurer Bardsley to unlawfully 
use the public funds. The contention 
of Yard’s counsel in their arguments 
before the Court of Common Pleas 
was that the City Cotncil had no 
authority to appoint a committee vested 
with powers to compel citizens to appear be- 
fore them and testify under oath, and that in 
addition, under the constitution of the 
United States, every man is guaranteed the 
right to answer no question before a tribunal 
of justice that will tend to criminate himself. 
The opinion of the court, in 
addition to affirming the right of 
councils to appoint the committee was that 
Yard must appear before that committee and 
submit himself to being sworn, but that 
under the bill of rights he could refuse to 
answer any questions that he thought would 
incriminate himself. The remedy of the com- 
mittee then is to appeal to the courts, submit 
to them the questions asked Yard and the 
court will decide whether they are of a nature 
to incriminate him.

The Charity Board Passes Resolutions 
Requesting the Mayor to Look Into 
the Condition of the Holdover—Chair- 
man 8S. S. Bass’ Name for Some Reason 
Not Signed to the Petition. 


The Board of Commissioners on Charitable 
Institutions have opened fire on the hold - 
over. The Chairman, S. 8. Bass, says that 
of all the city institutions where reform is 
needed this is the one which demands atten- 
tion first. Chairman Bass has for several 
months been trying to make his col- 
leagues agree with him that the hold- 
over of St. Louis was as cruel and 
unjust as the notorious sweat-box of.the 
Pinkerton detectives, andthe board has dis- 
cussed the calaboose at several meetings. 
Finally they decided to visit the place ina 
body and, did so some days ago. There hap- 
pened to be several prisoners in the hold- 
over, held on various charges, at the 
time of the visit, and the commissioners 
had a good chance too see exactly 
bow the system worked. Since the visit they 
have held two meetings to decide what they 


needed and how to bring them about. At all 
the meetings Chairman Bass has been per- 
sistent in urging immediate action to change 
the methods in vogue with the holdover of- 
ficials. To-day, Secretary Douglass Crothers 
Carried to the Mayor a communicaticn, 
which he said the board had decided to send 
to his honor daring its last executive session.

Basin. 


Los ANGELES, Cal., July 8.—The Desert 
Lake at Salton caused a surprised yesterday 
by the fact that the water receded in the 
morning but commenced to rise again, show- 
ing that the limit has not been reached. A 
dispatch received from Salton yesterday 
afternoon said: 

r the water comes from the Colorado 
River there must now be enough between 
here and the river to nearly fill this basin 
and most likely reach the main line of the 
Southern Pacific. All the flat part of the 
basin is now covered with water, and the 
depth will increase much faster. Section 
men are making efforts to save the 
railroad spur, but the water is very hot and 
it is feared the men cannot endure it. The 
water is warmest at the bottom. Two outfits 
were started out by Supt. Muir of the South- 
ern Pacific yesterday, one from Salton and 
the other from Ogilby. Both parties started 
in wagons, with asupply of water and pro- 
visions and they will make an effort to locate 
the exact spot where the water comes 
through the sand hills from the Colorado 
River or New River as the case may be. The 
Colorado River is almost as high as it 
was last winter on account of melting snow 
in the mountains. The operator at Salton 
telegraphed last night that the water was 
rising very slowly, but there was no danger 
of it reaching the main track, as at the pres- 
ent rate it will take six months to do so, and 
long before that time it is believed the desert 
will be dry from evaporation. 


The Water Still Spreading Over the Col- 
orado 


TULARE LAKE FILLING UP. 


HIGH GROUND. 


One, III., July 8.—A special dispatch 
from San Francisco says that the shallow 
stretch of water in Tulare County, known as 
Tulare Lake, is filling up. The heavy fall of 
snow in the mountains during last winter 
and the fact that the soilis well soaked with 
water is one of the causes given for the un- 
expected rise. H. H. Freeman who hasa 
ranch on the lake says the mouth ofthe 
Tule River which flows into the lake 
is fully sixty feet wide and twelve to four- 
teen feet deep. Several houses have been 
submerged and a large number of settlers 
have been driven to higher lands. The lake 
has spread out nearly ten miles and has risen 
ten feet so far this season. Travel around 
the lake by the old road which has been 
used for years is entirely cut off. All the 
streams running across the valley have been 
bank - full the last four or five months, 


SITUATION AT SALTON. 


THE WATER STILL RISING—THEORIES AS TO THE 
CAUSE ADVANCED. 

Yuma, Ariz., July 8.—A reliable report from 
Salton states that the boat sent out by the 
railroad company was forced to return, hav- 
ing traveled twenty-five miles on the desert 
lake. The force of the current made further 
headway impossible. The latest news re- 
ceived reports the water still rising. The 
theory advanced that water now running 
into the Salton basin is caused by the barrier 
washed out on the Colorado River last 
year near Pilot Knob is erploded 
by the fact that the flood 
of February carried twice the amount of 
that ofa month ago, and would have run 
into the desertifan inlet existed. Careful 
investigation proves that the barrier between 
the Colorado and the rim of the desert was 
only a ridge of four feet. This was ascer- 
tained in a survey made several years ago. 
The Colorado has been falling for over a 
week past, and is lower to-day than the same 
Gay last year. Ifthe wateris running from 
the gulf the amount must increase daily, as 
the difference in the level is great. 

A late dispatch from Salton says a strong 
wind last night forced the north shore of the 
new lake back about twenty feet. 


AMONG THE BROKERS. 


A Dull Market—Stocks Sold and Prices 
Obtained To-Day.

Death to All Foreigners the Watchword 
of the Crusade. 


CHURCHES DESTROYED AND MISSION. 
ARIES DRIVEN OUT. 


Further Details of the Uprising at Wuhu 
~The Insurrection the Work of Secret 
Societies—Russian and French Gun- 
boats at Shanghai—Telegrams From 
the American Consul. 


Saw FRAncisco, Cal., July 8.—Further 
Ohinese advices by steamer are to the effect 
that trouble is expected at Kin Kiang, and 
that foreign residents are sending their valu- 
ables to Shanghai. The annual festival was 
held May 27 in spite of proclamation forbid- 
ding it. Thig was the date fixed by the 
threatening placards forthe hostile demon- 
stration against foreigners. A Shanghai 
magistrate has issued a proclamation 
thaeatening the natives with severe penalties 
for acts of hostility to foreigners, particu- 
larly missionaries. Many ladies from out- 
lying missions came into Sbanghal, fearing 
trouble, but as there are four foreign men-of- 
war in port, the Shanghai Mercury thinks the 
demonstration will be postponed. The out- 
breaks along the Yangtse are laid at the 
doors of secret societies, which are tryingto 
foment insurrection, and the whole valley is 
said to be affected. 

THE wund RIOTS. 

Fung Yee, formerly Secretary of Legation 
at the Court of St. James, has been ap- 
pointed to arrange !matters connected with 
the Wuhu riots, May 15, the rioters attacked 
the Roman Catholic-Church at Hochow, 
threatening death to the priests. The riot- 
ers were dispersed by soldiers and seventeen 
were arrested. At Chinghiin Anhui, natives 
demolished a church on May 19, while a 
missionary was preaching. The missionary 
escaped uninjured. 

The China News of June 11 says that over 
twenty rioters have been captured at Wuhu. 
The Viceroy has given local magistrates the 
power to put the leaders to death on the spot. 
Everything is quiet at Wuhu and notice was 
given by the authorities that they would cut 
off eleven heads on May 25. 

A telegram received at Shanghai, June 1, 
stated that rioters had burned the old French 
church at Tai Yang. The church had stood 
for 200 years. Besides desecrating the Chris- 
tian cemetery, as mentioned in previous dis- 
patches, the mob burned the 
mission and church belongings, 
Fears were expressed for the 
safety of] seven small churches in the vicinity 
of Tan Seng and on June 2 a telegram was re- 
ceived from Ohin Kiang saying that the 
Christian churches near Tan Yang were in 
flames. At Peking placards have been 
plastered on the walis 
massacre of all foreigners. Thisisthe work 
of secret societies who are at work all over 
Ohina. Two leaders of the Wuhu riots were 
executed May 25. The heads were exhibited 
three days at Wuhu and then sentto Nankin 
and other cities. 

ON THE WAY TO SHANGHAI.
